days were not many and ran out long before the desired end 
could be brought about, so that it still seems that the year 1907 
will be without a glut season in the tomato canning line. This 
in itself is a wonderful thing, for every year within the memory 
of the industry has seen some such times, but the year is so far 
advanced now that it is practically impossible to work in such

The West is experiencing about the same conditions with 
‘their tomato crop as is the East, and it is not coming out as 
many thought. A writer in Michigan, and who has been well 
over the ground, writes us under date of August 11 as follows: 


‘* Tomatoes will be a very short crop in Michigan. Growers are 
holding their prices at $1.00 per bushel, and packers are paying 


6oc. per bushel for them to make catsup. I have not known 
such a condition in 35 years.’’ This was written from Detroit. 
The A. U. Chaney Company, of Des Moines, Iowa, sums 


up the corn situation in their section in a letter dated September 
16 in this way: 


‘*Since our lines of the 13th, beg to say that we have talked 
with almost every cannery of any note in the State, and in the 
majority of cases received the advice that they will not pack any 
more corn than sufficient to take care of their future orders. 
Six of the larger packers in the State advise us that they will 


not pack to exceed 50 to 60% of the average crop. Thest six 
packers represent over half of the Iowa pack. 


‘* We have orders in hand for over 10,000 cases at 62%c., 
but, despite our most vigorous efforts today, we have been 
unable to book the business. The very best we can do today is 
65c. f. o. b. Factory, and packers evince very little desire to 


take on the business at this price. They all seem confident that 
they will realize at least 7oc. per dozen f. 0. b. Factory by hold- 


ing onto their corn and, frankly, we are of the same opinion, 
and we believe that the wise ones who have not as yet supplied 
their entire wants on 1907 corn will do so at once at 65c. f. o. b. 


Factory. We offer, subject to confirmation, not to exceed 
10,000 cases at 65c. f. o b. Factory, and strongly urge you to 
wire or telephone us your order immediately on receipt of this. 
We do not believe that the opportunity to buy at 65c. f. o. b. 
Factory for standard No. 2, 1907 pack corn will prevail very 
long. 

‘“*If you will investigate the future orders you have taken, 
we are satisfied that in the majority of markets you will find 


that there has been an exceptional brisk demand for future 


delivery and that your orders have not been as well provided for 
as you had anticipated.’’ 


The corn situation in the East cannot be reported any 
different from this, and although there are no advances in the — 


market to be noted at this writing, it would not greatly surprise 
us to see such at any time. 


Peaches are having things all their own way. ‘The season 
is as good as closed on them, as far as packing is concerned, and 
packers are quoting any price they care to, as is shown in the 
quotations of the various brokers in this City. As for instance 
one broker quotes No. 3 standard yellow peaches at $2.25 to 
$2.50; another broker quotes the same grade of peaches at $2.15 


to $2.25. No. 3 second yellow peaches are quoted by one broker 
at $1.80 to $2.00, another quotes them at $1.90 to $2.00, and 


still another quotes the same grade of goods at $1.85 as the top 
price. In brief, as we have said before, peaches are worth any 


price the packers chose to ask for them, and if possible they will 
be worth more money as the year goes on. 


Small fruits have also had another advance, and black- 
berries, No. 2, are now quoted at $1.00 to $1.05, an advance of 
5c. on the week, being the continuance of the 5c. advance per 
week which has taken place in consecutive weeks for some time 


past. Preserved blackberries are quoted at $1.40 to $1.45; blue- 
berries at $1.05 to $1.25, and gooseberries, No. 2, at $1.35. 


Every article on the list is strong, for the short supply in 
the leading varieties is showing the demand upon the articles of 


lesser packing, with the result that they are advancing. If there 
is anything in cans this year that is a drug npon the market, we 


are not acquainted withit. Already statisticians are commencing 
to figure the loss occasioned to the sugar makers and the makers 
of glass jars through the failure of the fruit crop this season, 
and the consequent falling off in home preserving. This is 
simply an indication that this demand, which never came into the 
canned goods market before, will be present this year swelling

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, September 18.—Trade in all lines of canned 
goods has improved somewhat during the week, though high 
and advancing prices have a tendency to keep down the quantity 
of stock bought at one time. Buyers are confident of lower 
quotations later, though nothing in the situation now points to 
any such a condition. Nevertheless, they are conducting their 
business upon this supposition and are refusing to buy only what 
they require for actual orders. Asa whole, the market has 
improved. Prices have remained firm, or have advaneed, which 
has brought about much more satisfactory conditions in some 
lines. Holders apparently do not care to part with what they 
have, excepting for full prices, while buyers are equally chary 
about taking hold. This creates a dull market, but the scarcity 
of stock procurable and the probability of reduced output in 
varieties yet to be put in cans, has maintained a high and firm 
market all the week. 

‘Tomatoes.—Offerings of new packed tomatoes have fluctu- 
ated during the week, though the result has been a freer offering, 
and that was true at the close. Business has been possible at 


85c. for full standard Maryland 3s, f. o. b. factory, but many 
sellers still demand 87%éc. as the inside figure. It seems to be 
the opinion that packers with large supplies of raw material are 
still behind on contracts for future delivery and that they are 
not disposed to break the market pending the completion of early 
deliveries. Raw material has been reported low all the week 
and the output was said to be large. Gallons are held at $3.00 
f. o. b. factory for full standard quality, and one report states 
that considerable buying for Western account has been done at 
that figure. For full standard 2s most packers want 67%c. f. o. b. 
factory. It has been possible to do some business at 65c. Local 
jobbers are not taking hold freely, though a good deal of busi- 
ness has been done, chiefly in small lots for future delivery. 
Deliveries of the new pack are now coming forward, and in 
numerous instances the quality is reported below grade. 

Corn.—A strong market is reported, with little offering on 
the spot under 80c. delivered. Packers are not offering futures. 
Spot Maine stock is scarce and fancy grades are hard to find. 
Canners are at work on the new pack, but are not quoting, 
excepting in a small way. The situation in growing sections in 
the North and East is reported unsatisfactory and the probable 
output will be much reduced, as compared with the pack of 
previous years. Spot stocks are closely held because of this 
fact, and holders are not particularly anxious to let go of their 
supplies. 

Peas.—A good demand is reported for peas and the tendency 
is upward on a fair volume of business. Foreign peas are scarce 
and the market is somewhat nominal. The supply of both will 
be scarcely enough to satisfy requirements. 

Mushrooms.—The market is firm and the supply available 
is small, with no prospect of an increase immediately. 

Spinach.—Gallon stock is firmer, with $4.25 quoted. The 
outlook for the future indicates that all supplies will be speedily 
exhausted.

Tomatoes.—The demand this week has been heavy. Packers are now 
having the glut of the season, and a good many tomatoes are going 
into cans. Conditions just at present are good for packing, though of 
course it is impossible to say how long the glut will last. The present 
supply of raw stock will enable packers to work off their short orders, 
and may possibly in the near future loosen up things somewhat in the 
tomato market. The large buying, however, for spot as well as future 
delivery indicates that a great many more tomatoes are still wanted, not- 
withstanding the unusually heavy sales which have already been made. 
Just at present offerings of tomatoes are not heavy. 

Peaches.—We are having a large demand for peaches of all kinds, but 
it is a difficult matter to fill orders. In fact, we are only able to fill a por- 
tion of the orders which are coming in, and the market is showing a steady 
upward tendency. 

Apples.—The market is in strong shape at 95c. per dozen for No. 3s and 
$3.15 per dozen for No. 10s. Packing is going on slowly. 

Sweet Potatoes.—A few sweet potatoes are being packed. 

Corn.—The market is decidedly stronger. Crop reports are not encour- 
aging and there is not much corn of any kind on the market for sale. 

Pineapple.—The market continues in strong shape, owing to light 
stocks. 

String Beans.—We are having a good demand. 

Spinach.—We are booking orders for future spinach at $1.10 for No. 3 
and $3.50 for No. 10. Wecan quote No. 3 standard spinach for immediate 
shipment at $1.15 per dozen. There are no No. Ios here for immediate 
shipment. 

Oysters.—Stocks are nearly exhausted. There are only a few 4 and 
5-ounce, possibly a few 10-ounce, left.

Dear Sirs.—The developments in the Tomato market during the past 
week were of more than ordinary interest. There was a continuation, right 
up to the close of business to-day, of the heavy buying of Tomatoes in this 
market by western jobbers and canners at full prices, and many of the ord-

ers came from the centre of the western Tomato packing sections. Those 
purchases added to the buying by jobbers in all other sections of the coun- 
try caused a very active and strong market and the outlook is for a contin- 
uation of the activity during the balance of this month. Up to this date, 
the Tomato canners have had about all they could do to get enough raw 


Tomatoes to run their canneries a full day and many of them were unable 
to do so because, with the exception of one day during the week, the re- 


ceipts were not large enough to supply all the canneries fully. Witha 
continuation of the favorable weather the réceipts of raw tomatoes should 
be larger next week. Meantime, the market for the canned article shows 


a very strong feeling all along the line and they are worth immediate 
attention. 


Again this week every staple article in the line of canned fruits and 
vegetables was active in this market, and there does not seem to be a weak 
spot in the whole list. The following articles, in addition to tomatoes, were 


all quite active with a decidedly upward tendency as to prices, namely, 
string beans, lima beans, peas, corn, sweet potatoes, apples, peaches and 


berries of all kinds, and there were further advances in the prices. There 
will be very light stocks of canned goods left in the hands of packers in 
this market after all the contracts for fall delivery are filled, and it will be 
ten long months before the next packing season rolls around. We believe 


it is to your interest to cover your wants for your fall and winter trade at 
once. 


Tomatoes.—There was further heavy buying this week, and the outlook 


is for a stronger market everywhere. Unfavorable weather in the last half 
of September would give the crop a serious setback. 


Corn.—More doing in corn this week, and the feeling is stronger 
because the crop outlook is not s » encouraging, neither here nor elsewhere. 

New Peaches.—No increase in receipts of peaches. Offerings are 
lighter. Packing will soon stop. 

Pineapples.—Prices gradually advancing for all grades and sizes, and 
offerings are very light. They look like safe property to own for your fall 
and winter trade. 


Fruits.—Spot pears are well cleaned up; only a few No. 2 seconds and 
standards left unsold. Blackberries have advanced, to $1.00. The whole 
line of fruits is very strong.

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indeed be on. Those handicapped with fnture sales will be eagerly watched 
and anxiety is at the maximum notch. How many will pass the wire with 
around unsold surplus to the good? This is now the question, and on this 
condition hinges the fortunes of many thousands, either directly or indi- 
rectly interested. Besides, the late start and the heavy sales of futures, 
another sandbag is worthy of prominent mention. Labor is far from what 
could be desired, and as tomatoes become more abundant, it seems to be 
the general condition that it is impossible to get help enough to handle 
judiciously, and the packer fixed in this respect is the exception. 

As glut season approaches, raw stock price declines, but the average 
price, so far, is so ridiculously high that it will take many days at present 
figures to equalize or obtain a fair average season, which seems impossible 
in recent years in comparison with conditions of several years ago, and then 
when the rush is over, in all probability up will go the price again and 
ditto the average for the season. If such conditions are beyond the juris- 
diction of the Interstate Commerce Commission, it would indeed be a 
philanthropic move to request the Government to appoint an Equalizing 
Price Committee offering a $1,000,000 prize to the grower who would live 
up to his contract and play fair, ‘‘The Pleasure of Packers’’ has not yet 
gone to the publisher and it may be quite a while before all sections have 
been heard from and experience handed in. 

New Packed Tomatoes—Are offered a little more freely this week, but 
by no means, as yet, up to the average normal offerings as to quality. The 
definition of the word ‘‘standard”’ seems to be ‘‘depénds upon who packed 
them.’? We have cut samples this week of lots of so-called standards vary- 
ing, in our opinion, at least 5 to 1oc. per dozen, and yet it is hard to place 
orders subject to approval of samples, as sellers invariably refuse to tie up 
under such conditions. We can only buy what we consider standard lots if 
they are like the recognized standard of previous years and thus secure the 
best trade possible, endeavoring to secure prices in full proportion to quality 
of various lots offered. 

Fancy tomatoes are difficult to find as yet at any price; those who sold 
early have not caught up with their future orders and do not seem inclined 
to take on further business until they are sure of their pack. 

Corn.—The situation on corn is practically unchanged since last ad- 
vices. Packers have been busy all week, and while the packing in this sec- 
tion is going to be much shorter than in previous years, there is a probable 
indication that the yield will be a shade better than has been expected all 
along. Some packers are reporting a fair average yield for the most of 
their fields; others are still complaining that with them it will be a half 
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firm and tending upward, especially for the fancy grades, which will only 
be asmall percentage of the offerings of new packed goods. Standard 
shoepeg is obtainable in a small way from 7oc. to 75¢., f. o. b., depending 
upon quality.

Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Yours very truly, 


New York. 


Judging by the weather hereabouts, the summer will not be extended 
late enough to permit of the fulfillment of the hopes of the most sanguine 
packers, and there is nothing in the weather reports elsewhere to indicate 
that the fall packing can be protracted beyond the usual period. The gen- 
eral recognition of this probability is reflected in the firmness of the 
market for corn and tomatoes. Packers of tomatoes are refusing bids at 
ptices which were acceptable a week ago, but the market closeseasy. The 
canners are very busy with tomatoes and may yet secure a big total. 
Corn is being freely packed also, and the extent of the canners’ operations 
depends greatly upon the weather during this month. Sellers seem to 
have the advantage, as prices are growing firmer. Other vegetables are 
quiet. At Baltimore canned sweet potatoes are higher. The canned fruits 
are unusually firm, as compared with former years. Canned fish is quiet, 
with the exception of salmon, the shortage of which is stimulating the 
demand. Deliveries on contracts will be short, as far as many favorite 
brands are concerned. Red Alaska salmon is still rising in value. A feat- 
ure of this year’s salmon pack is the comparative abundance of half- 
pounds, which are usually scarce. The lovers of fancy canned salmon in 
1908 will in many cases have to substitute red Alaska brands for the 
chinook and sockeye salmon to which they are accustomed.—J/erchanis’ 
Review.

The Baltimore pack is nearly over and 
prices are strong and unchanged. Some Western packers have offered 
peaches during the week at a concession of Ioc. to 1§c. per dozen from the 
ruling market, but this still leaves the market high. Spot apples have ad- 
vanced to $3.75 for New York gallons. Nobody will name a price for 
futures. The situation is very firm. Prices on Baltimore and Pennsylva- 
nia apples have advanced 25c. to 30c.in sympathy with the New York 
State market. The line of small Baltimore canned goods is unchanged and 
‘| quiet. California canned goods are in light and broken supply and firm.— 
Grocery World. 


Chicago. 


The canned goods market is exceptionally strong for the reasons that 
the cleanup on old goods has been close enough to restrict business on the 
spot and the backwardness of tomatoes and corn has been a factor in mak- 
: ing the firm feeling on new packing. Receipts of new canned tomatoes 
oe. : and corn to date are n§ich smaller than ordinarily by this time in Sept- 

ere ember, proving conclusively that the packs of these two leading lines of 
canned goods have been disappointing sofar. So far as both are concerned, 

it all depends on frost. There will not be as big a pack of corn, it appears, 

as last year, even should frost hold off until the latter part of October. On 

tomatoes nearly all of the packers have withdrawn prices. They report 

. that they are getting very few raw tomotoes and have only been making 
3 ‘ short daily runs. Canned peas, notwithstanding that the pack was only 
; recently finished, are very scarce, grades to retail at roc. per can being 
hard to find now. String beans are firm. Inthe canned fruit line every- 

thing is in restricted supply, an extremely firm feeling prevailing all along 

the line. Peaches, apples, all kinds of small fruits are all very firmly held 
: on account of the scarcity due to the light pack this year. The tone of the 
. market on canned salmon is firmer. In some directions spot red Alaska 
has been advanced. Supplies of domestic sardines available for immediate 
delivery by packers are extremely limited. Some packers have nothing 
whatever to offer. The situation on both domestic and imported sardines 
is strong, as in some quarters a further advance in price on the former is 


looked for. Cove oysters, shrimp, lobster, etc., are all firm.—Gvocers’ 
Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Tomatoes are not yet arriving here from packing centers and there ate 
only a few scattering orders for spot goods going out. Nobody has a sur-_ 
plus on hand just now and the new pack will come on practically a bare 
market. Quotations are firm at about $1.10 for spot goods, with retailers 
continually telephoning to find when they will get their future orders. 
Peas are likewise firm and retailers who did not provide for their necessities 
in the way of future orders are doing a considerable skirmishing to get 
what they will need during the coming season. The goods are coming in 
in good condition and there is no kick on the quality of the new goods. 
Packers are refusing orders these days, most of them saying that they 
have sold all that they can pack this year. Early Junes are wauted for 
immediate consumption and are bringing about $1.to in moderate amounts. 
There is no surplus of peas in the hands of the jobbers or retailers and 
peas at present prices look like a pretty good purchase for those who did 
not provide for their needs by buying of futures. Corn is going out well 
and the new pack, which is expected along about the last of next month, 
will find shelves in retail grocery stores itching for the new arrivals. In a 
quiet way corn has gone out for the past two years in a volume which has 
been much greater in the aggregate than was supposed. Jobbersy have 
cleaned up most of their surplus stock and it looks as though it niay be 
King Corn in the canned goods line during the coming vear. Five cent 
goods are off the market and what is being ordered for immediate consump- 
tion is bringing fully 75c. for spot goods.— The /nterstale Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The demand from the country continues very satisfactory, an 
additional proof being the heavy deliveries from Liverpool warehouses for 
the month of August, as disclosed by the official figures. Cables to hand 
this week from most of the Alaska packers other than the Alaska Packers 
Association are to the effect that the domestic demand in the United States 
is so great that they anticipate having practically nothing over for ship- 
ment to the United Kingdom, and at the time of writing it is almost impos- 
sible to get any offer. It looks at present as if shipments to the United 
Kingdom of 1907 Alaska will amount to very little more than one-third of 
the quantity which is usually shipped here annually. Owing to the above, 
coupled with the strong demand from the country, the spot market for 
Alaska this week has been very active, with rapidly advancing prices, and 
there is every probability of a further advance. British Columbia sockeye

The Cyclolops has arrived at Liverpool 
with 15,484 cases. Lobsters of good quality are scarcely obtainable, and 
the market maintains a very firm tone. Sardines are getting more and 
more difficult to obtain and the market is being steadily cleared of existing 
stocks, whilst reports of the fishing do not indicate any improvement, and 
shipments to this country are very small. The market is very firm. 
Recent arrivals include the Britannia, with 1,398 cases; the Lisbon, with 
423 cases; the Bravo, with 799 cases, and the Eldorado, with 463 cases, the 
last named to Hull. Meats.—The market is active, and a very firm tone 
prevails. Fruits continue in a strong position, and reports from the other 
side state that difficulty is being experienced in obtaining labor for the 
canning factories. Pineapples are in good demand, and with the Ameri- 
cans buying largely prices continue to improve. As stated in the Liver- 
pool report, these at their present low prices are well worth attention. 
The Alcinous has brought 3,922 cases pineapples. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—A further advance has taken place during the week in 1-lb, 
talls and 1-lb. flats, but, notwithstanding this, the country demand still 
continues very active. Alaska talls have also advanced 6d. to 9d. Lobster. 
—Although very high prices are asked, any small supplies that come 
forward are soid freely. Sardines.—The business passing is on a small 
scale, owing to the absence of supplies. Meats in rather better demand. 
Fruits.—There is a very good inquiry, notwithstanding the high prices of 
apricots, pears and peaches. Pineapples.—Owing to a strong country 
demand and a big inquiry from the United States, there has been a swift 
advance in prices all round, the most popular packages having jumped as 
much as 3d. per dozen tins within the last week, and there is every indica- 
tion of a further movement in prices at an early date. Some quotations 
have been received from the preservers for the next crop which are in 
many instances shillings per case above present spot prices. At present 
quotations these are well worth attention. There has been a considerable 
business done in spot goods this week.—Gvocers’ Gazelle. 


Canada’s Pure-Food Law. 
New Meat-Inspection Measure Has Been Put Into Effect. 
In stating that the last session of the Dominion Parliament 


passed a new pure-food and meat-inspection law, which took 
effect on September 3, Consul A. G. Seyfert, of Collingwood, 


summarizes its provisions: 

The new act will be enforced by a staff of forty inspectors, who will 
exercise a close supervision over all the large packing establishments and 
canneries of fish, fruit and vegetables. For the present that part of the 
law relating to meat inspection only will be enforced. The law provides 
that every animal must be inspected before being killed. Only healthy 
animals may be killed for use. Condemned animals must be destroyed. 
After a healthy animal has been killed for packing the carcass must again 
be inspected, and only those approved can be packed or prepared for sale. 
Condemned animals or carcasses have to be ‘‘tanked,’’ cooked by steam 


for four hours, and, if necessary, treated with a dye, to prevent being used 
as a food. 


Every carcass found fit for food must be stamped with the crown and 
the words ‘‘ Canada Approved ”’ and the establishment number. Sausages, 
canned meats and portions intended for cure may be prepared only from 
carcasses which have passed inspection and which on reinspection are 


found fit for food. No food product shall contain deleterious substance, 
dye or drug or preservative. All cans and packages shall be sub?ect to 


inspection during the whole course of preparation and packing, and shall 
be marked with the name and address of the packer and a full and correct 
description of the contents of the package. No package shall bear any 
mark which falsely represents the quantity, weight, contents or date of the 


package. Every package must be marked with the crown and the words 
Canada Approved.”’ 


SANITARY ABATTOIRS—AMERICAN MEATS. 
Those employed in the meat-packing industry must be themselves free 
from tuberculosis or any other communicable disease, and everything con- 


nected with the establisnment must be maintained in a clean, comfortable 
and sanitary condition. 


Carcasses from the United States marked ‘‘U. S. Inspected aud 
Passed,’’ carcasses from other countries certified to have passed government 
inspection there and other carcasses of animals in Canada with the vital 
organs in place can be packed after they have passed another Canadian 


inspection, but before that is done they will have to undergo the Canadian 
Government inspection to guard against possible deterioration. 


No clearance from a Canadian port will be granted to a vessel carrying 
meats unless the carcasses and parts are marked ‘‘Canada Approved.”’ 


Transportation companies cannot accept shipments intended for export 
unless accompanied by a certificate that the meat or foods have been 


properly inspected and marked. The words ‘‘Canada Approved”’ cannot 


be used except on packages which have been officially inspected. Offenses 
are punishable by fines to the extent of $500.

Taking up a subject we spoke on some few weeks ago—the 
sanitary condition of the canning factory—there are some phases 
of it, we are reminded, that we did not touch upon. It is asked, 
for instance, what would be the conditions found by an investi- 
gator entering a canning factory at the rush of the season, with 
the object of getting a basis for a Jungle Story on this industry ? 


And we would remind our readers that this is not only 
possible, but quite probable, and unless the report could be a 
favorable one, it would be painted vERY black—to the very 
extreme. For this reason it behooves all interested to look to 
the matter before such an event, not after; and as the factories 
are now at their busiest time—and this means at a time when 
they are most liable to be caught off their guard—let each packer 
take off the blind of self-interest or familiarity with his surround- 
ings, and look at conditions as an outsider, one entirely unfamiliar 
with the industry would look at them—and see what he sees. 


Look at them honestly, and note the places for improve- 
ments, whether it result in an actual improvement 1n the clean- 
liness of the goods or only in the appearance of the operations; 
but note it as a stranger would note it, and see that the correction 
is made before next season’s operations are begun. The are 
few, if any canners in the business who cannot find many chances 
for improvements, so that everyone can listen to that admonition. 
Do it before you have to do it, and the industry will be benefited 
by publicity, instead of hurt, and you will get much credit 
instead of much abuse. 


At the risk of repeating some of our former admonitions, 
we would say, for instance: See if your peeling or skinning 
tables, which drain to the center simply empty onto the floor, 
and so make a sloppy or dirty looking condition under foot. Or 
are these tables equipped with a wooden or tin drain, which 
catches this drip from the center of the table and carries it to 


the end of the table, where it drops into another pipe leading to 
the main gutter or drain in the center of the floor ? 


Such a simple arrangement keeps the operators dry and 
comfortable, and consequently neater in appearance, and they 
can do more work. Because this trough carries the dripping 
directly to the main drain of the building, and a big step towards 
neatness in appearance has been taken, and it is worth while. 


Do those packers who make pulp from the skins and cores 
of the tomatoes collect these in clean buckets, and when they 
are not at once run through the pulping machine, do they pile 
them in garbage—like heaps alongside of the machine to be 
walked in by every passerby and so tracked all over the factory ? 
to say nothing of the dirt and filth that accumulates in such a 
pile. Do they reflect that if they wash their tomatoes at the 
same time they scald them, there will be much of the dirt still 
adhering to the skins when they go to the peelers, and this dirt 
goes with the skins to the pulper, and eventually into the pulp? 


Do they exhaust the cans—give them their first slight 
cooking—and fill them at the same time with the necessary 
amount of water, by immersing them in a tank of boiling water ? 
When they do this do they reflect that they are also washing 
the cans at the same time and filling the wash water into the 
cans to be consumed as food? When this method of filling the 
cans is used did they ever notice what a dirty, ill-smelling solu- 
tion is quickly formed in those tanks, and that this goes into the 
cans? Do they think that this would be appetizing to the casual 
onlooker, or the searcher after a basis for a Jungle Story ? 


Do they throw the supply of empty cans upon the pile of 
ready peeled tomatoes before filling, and, with the cans, all the 
dust and dirt accumulated during the months the cans have been 
stored? That there is dust and dirt to be guarded against is 
shown in the fact that the cans are always piled upside down so 
that the caphole will be towards the floor to prevent this dust 
and dirt entering the can. Or is this just another little over- 
sight, which, however, would not add to the appetite of the 
onlooker. 


In the corn canning factory where they work by hand, do 
they allow the cutters to hold the ear against their apron or 
dress, soaked with the milk from the corn, and as dirty as the 
proverbial printer’s towel which could stand alone in the corner. 
And in this same style factory do they take particular care to 
have the tank in which the brine is mixed, open so that all the 
dust and dirt of the factory can have free access to it. This is 
usually located near the ceiling, so that any dirt and dust upon 
the rafters above will be shaken down by the workers on the 
floor above, although a cover would cost but little, not interfere 
with the filling nor the emptying of the tank, and would keep 
its contents clean. 


When preparing berries, fruits, etc., do the women cap or 
peel the fruit into their laps, covered sometimes by a dirty apron 
which serves the season through, and for a towel at all times ? 

We do not mean to say that these conditions are the regular 
in the canning factories of the country. ‘They decidedly are not; 
but we do not want them to have an existence anywhere about 
any canning factory. But to get rid of them they will have to 
be looked into in some instances. By far the great majority 
who read this will be able to plead not guilty on nearly all 
counts; but don’t pass judgment even on your own case without 
first looking into each question, and all the hundreds of others 
that could be asked. Do this now while the factory is at its 
busiest season and you will find all the corrections you should 
make, and see that they are made. Better do this before than 
after.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE ”’ 


CHICAGO, September 19, 1907. 

Thermometer and Barometer.—The weather throughout the 
Middle West for the past week has been bright and cool, with some rain, 
. however, and considerable humidity, altogether not favorable for the 
growing crops of stuff for canning purposes, as warm weather is needed 
and absolutely essential. Many packers are greatly discouraged at the 
continued unfavorable weather conditions, and the canned corn and tomato 
situation is, therefore, much stronger than last week. 

Indiana Tomatoes.—The situation for 1907 pack of tomatoes in 
Indiana, the heavy producing State, is critical. I saw a letter from an 
Indianapolis packing establishment of date September 11, advising the 
trade that owing to poor crop conditions they would be unable to deliver 
a single case of tomatoes on their contracts, and suggesting that their 
buyers with whom they had contracts at once protect themselves if possi- 
ble by buying against the contracts. 

I learn that this cannery has sold about 20,000 cases of tomatoes of 1907 
pack in Chicago at 85c. f. 0. b. Indianapolis. I also learn that offers of 
g2%c. f. o. b. Indiana cannery had been declined and that there were no 
new offerings lower than 97%c. cannery. In fact, there was no disposi- 
tion on the part of packers to sell at any price, until they can get the 
goods inside of the cans, 

Canned Corn.—Reports from the cannery sections as to crop condi- 
tions are very unfavorable. The tonnage does not seem to be in the stalks 
and the yield is reported to be very disappointing indeed. 

A large sale of Indiana standard corn was made this week at 65c. can- 
nery, with label allowance. ‘The reports from Iowa are especially disap- 
pointing as to the aggregate of the canned corn pack for 1907. Very little 
1906 corn is offering, all stocks being firmly and strongly held. Good 
market guessers and foretellers are prophesying $1.00 corn before January 


Ist next; others who are less —- predict a strong 75c. price by the 
time new packing is completed. 


Heavy Distribution.—A heavy distribution of canned goods sold 
by jobbers to retailers is now in progress. Peas, spinach, berries, string 
beans and a few tomatoes are being delivered. Some gallon tomatoes of 
superb quality arrived this week from Michigan packed by Edwin Fallon, 
Lowell, Mich. They were perfectly filled, finely selected and of excellent 
quality and were eagerly snapped up by jobbers at $3.75 per dozen. This 


goes to show that quality will tell in Chicago and that it will bring 
a price. 

Apples 1907 Pack.—The first arrival of gallon canned apples of 
the 1907 pack came this week packed by Edwin Fallon, Lowell, Mich. 
The stock was, of course, of the early or summer variety of apples, but the 
packer had handled them with so much care, keeping them under water 
after they were peeled and cutting out all bruised spots and filling his cans 
so well, that the shipments were quickly taken at $3.50 per dozen Chicago. 

A Breker’s Views.—One of the wisest and ablest canned goods 


—— in the United States talked interestingly to your correspondent as 
ollows: 


‘*The situation is becoming serious as to corn. As the packing pro- 
gresses the yield per acre is a disappointment. Where three to five tons 
per acre are usually secured, the average seems not over one to two tons. 
In a few favored localities the yield seems to run up to three tons. A 
superabundance of wet weather during the time when the corn should have 
been cultivated is assigned as the cause. Corn needs cultivation in order 
to produce ears of corn on the stalks. There is plenty of fodder and 
stalks, but the ears are small and light. 

‘The consumption of corn has been enormous. It wasthe only cheap 
canned food on the list and the people ate it. Look out for ‘something 
doing’’ in canned corn, Sales of round lots of standard Illinois corn have 
been made this week at 7oc. per dozen.”’ 

About Canned Pumpkin.—The same broker, a man of great ex- 
perience and careful observation, said: 

‘*That good old stand-by of our grandmother, pumpkin, has been 
without friends for a long time, but it is now coming unto its own once 
more. The wet weather at planting time rotted much of the seed which did 
not germinate, and the farmer being indifferent did not replant it, as it was 
not regarded by him as an article of profit. The plants that did come up 
encountered a long siege of wet weather which washed the bloom off and 
the fruit did not set. To one who views the corn and pumpkin or for that 
matter the tomato crop from the middle of the road or from the top of a rail 
fence all look good, but when one goes through the patch and examines the 
condition closely, it looks very different. Pumpkin will follow in the foot- 
steps of all other ‘‘ pie timber ’’ this year, The market is nominally 65c. 
to 7oc. for No. 3 and $1.85 to $2.00 for No. 10 f. o. b. cannery, but there is 
really none offering, as packers will not risk the naming of prices. 

Canned Asparagus.—This article is selling very slowly, as it is 
too high priced for general consumption. The only grade that is scarce is 
the kind that is nearly always scarce, namely, white tips in No. 1 square

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cans. There are scarcely any to be had. There is apparently plenty of 
green asparagus and it is pretty freely offered, but the offerings of white 
asparagus are quite small, there being none scarcely in first hands. 

Canned Salmon.—The short pack has been still further shortened 
by the sinking of the fishing steamer ‘‘ Courier ’’ about ten days ago, while 
bringing her cargo down from Alaska canneries. Her cargo consisted of 
about forty thousand cases of red Alaska, with some medium red and a 
small quantity of No. 1 tall pinks. Almost the whole cargo was consigned 
to the big salmon brokers, dealers and packers, The Deming & Gould Co., 
of Chicago, St. Louis and Bellingham, Washington, and though it was fully 
insured, just that much salmon is taken out of the figuring for the year. 

Canned Shrimp.—The first shipment of shrimp of the Fall pack is 
now in transit from The Pass Packing Co., Pass Christian, Miss., and will 
come in on a market that is entirely bare. By the way, there has been a 
change in the popular taste in a few years past as to this article, and the 
consumption has largely increased on that account. Shrimp were formerly 
packed dry in the cans and the cans had to be lined with parchment paper, 
or the shrimps put inside of little cloth bags to prevent them coming in 
contact with the tin, as the phosphorous in the shrimp seemed to turn 
black whenever it came into contact with the tin. Now, however, the 
shrimp are ‘‘ pickled;’’ that is to say, a brine or pickle is filled into the can 
and seems to protect the shrimp from turning black, while the flavor is 
considered to be conserved by the pickle. The packers at first deemed it 
essential to use some preservative in the pickle, bat I understand it has 
been found not to be essential and that no preservatives are being used this 
season at all. Would it not be well for lobster packers to adopt this plan 
of using a pickle in their cans instead of a paper lining? I understand that 
there is always a horrible lot of trouble and loss because of canned lobsters 
turning black, If a pickle will prevent it, why not give us pickled lobster; 
the lobster is merely a larger edition of the shrimp anyhow, and can be 
treated in the same manner. 

Indiana Pea Prices.—The pea prices referred to by me in THE 
TRADE of September 6th, as made made by the largest and most enterpris- 


ing packer of canned goods in Indiana, were those of the J. T. Polk 
Canning Co., Greenwood, Indiana. 


Spot Canned Goods.—The demand for everything in cans seems 
to remain unabated and the filling of orders has become a matter or per- 
plexity to the jobbers because of the dearth of canned goods. New California 
fruits have not yet arrived and the market is bare of Michigan or Eastern, 
peaches, plums and berries or cherries. Canned pumpkin and apples, pie 
peaches, unpeeled and peeled, and even pears are now very scarce and hard 


to find. The new crop of everything will come in a market bare of every- 
thing and will be warmly welcomed. 

Blueberries Promise Better.—Private advices are to the effect 
that there will probably be a better delivery of canned blueberries than was 
at first announced. Eastern packers announced about ten days ago that 
their deliveries would be 50% of No. 2s and 60% of gallons. They now 


state that they will probably deliver in full. ‘* WRANGLER.” 
CANNING ITEMS 


GENERAL. 


Freeport, I1l.—The Keene Canning factory started canning corn, and 
an army of men, women and children are employed. A million and a half 
cans will be put up, which is somewhat below former years, which went as 
high as 2,500,000. The shortage of the corn crop is responsible. Thirty 
thousand cases of peas were put up at the Keene factory this year. 


Bloomington, I11.—Mr. Ira S. Whitmer, well known to all canners of 
the West, is thus quoted in his local paper: Judging from present indica- 
tions, it is probable that the Bloomington Canning Company’s plant will 
open the season’s run on about August 26th. Mr, Ira Whitmer, one of the 
officers of the company, said that the chances for a good sweet corn crop all 
over the country were poor, but that Illinois would lead the United States. 
Conditions are such here that there will be a good crop and central Illinois 
will pack a much larger percentage of sweet corn than any other State. 
Mr. Whitmer also said that the tomato crop this year would be enormous. 
The local concern does not deal with tomatoes, but great quantities will be 
canned by other factories. The local factory gives employment to several 
hundred men and women for a period approximating two months. 


Kendallsville, Ind.—The canning factory located about two and a half 
miles south of the city is making great progress. One hundred and five 
people are employed there now and at this season they are canning beans. 
They are good beans and there is no trouble to market them at good figures, 
But the bean season is about to close and the prospects are good for toma- 
toes, corn and other products.

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sweet corn. The new building is a model in design and convenience, and 
is the cleanest, most sanitary corn factory in the United States, says the 
Gibson Courier, The entire cost of the building, including the warehouse, 
not yet completed, will be about $25,000. Both factory buildings and 
warehouse are of brick, with concrete floors throughout. 

The company has about 1,600 acres of corn planted and expect to pack 


about 1,500,000 cans this season. This is about two-thirds of the capacity 
of the plant. 


Houma, La.—The Pelican Lake Oyster and Packing Company is 
installing machinery in the mammoth plant recently erected here. 


New Orleans, a.—Secretary William M. Jungblut, of the Louisiana 
Oyster Commission, has already begun issuing the licenses for 1908, and 
the demand has been heavy already. The oyster season which opened on 
September 1, promises to be the largest in the history of the Commission. 

The canning factories, which have grown to be an important branch of 
the State’s industry since the settlemnent of the boundary question and the 
appointment of the Commission will be largely increased this year. 

The Commission has received word that there will be five or six new 


factories in active operation this year, in addition to the large number 
which employed a big force of help during last winter. 


Gardiner, Me.—The can ning factory is about ready for work, and it is 
expected to start up about the middle or latter part of this week, Sept. 9th. 


Bangor, Me.—The Hayes canning factory has finished the pack. The 
season’s pack amounts to 9,200 cases. Mr. Hayes has his books open for 
next year’s bean and corn acreage, and states that he will engage 200 acres 
of corn for 1908, 75 acres more than he handled this year. It is impossible 


to tell at present just when the shop will start canning sweet corn, said the 
report at that time. 


Eastport, Me.—Because of the shortage of tin plate, which has restricted 
the fish canning operations, the factory of the Seacoast Canning Co. at 
Robbinston was closed September 3rd, and judging from the present indi- 
cations, work in a few days will be reduced more than one-half in all the 
plants. In addition to this difficulty, the fish which have been so plentiful 
have dropped out, some of the factories receiving none now. These two 
causes will materially reduce the season’s pack of sardines. 


Beatrice, Neb.—The Lang Canning Company started to pack corn last 
week. Over fifty hands are employed. 


Nebraska City, Neb.—The canning factory is receiving a large number 
of wagon-loads of corn for canning purposes daily from across the river. 
The crop over there is fine and there will be several hundred wagonloads 
come to this city from over there before the season closes. 


Canal Winchester, O.—The canning factory started at Canal Win- 
chester on Tuesday at noon, September 3, says an informant. 

El Reno, Okla.—The El Reno Wholesale Grocery Company has leased 
the Canadian Canning Company’s plant for the remainder of the season 
and will control the entire output of the factory. They expect to can 
about 3,000 bushels of sweet potatoes and 3,000 bushels of apples, besides 
the peaches and tomates already contracted for by the canning company. 


Freewater, Ore.—The fruit situation was never brighter in this vicinity 
than at the present time. Notin the history of the Walla Walla Valley 
have such wagon-loads of fruits gone through this city bound for the pack- 
ing houses of this place. ‘These establshments are doing an immense fruit 
shipping business, over 10 carloads, consisting of peaches, melons, canta- 
loupes and tomatoes, being shipped to Eastern points during the past eight 
days. 

Peaches are rapidly coming in and these will increase. 

Help is in demand everywhere, ranchers employing many pickers who 
make excellent money. 

Each of the packing houses is under contract to furnish many tons of 
prunes in Eastern markets and transatlantic points, and!this can easily be 
done at the price paid. 

The grape harvest has not as yet begun to come in quickly, but will 
within the next few weeks. 


Hanover, Pa.—The East Berlin (Pa.) canning factory has become the 
property of the Pollock Canning Co., of Baltimore. The stockholders 
received either 20% on their investment in cash, or 40% in stock in the 
Pollock Company, which syndicate controls a number of canning estab- 
lishments. 


Springfield, Tenn —The Cedar Hill Canning Company began operations 
about August 20 and expects to handle about 10,000 bushels of tomatoes. 
The output of the factory has been disposed of to Nashville jobbers who 
took the entire output last year.

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Trezevant, Tenn.—The Atwood tomato canning factory, which was 
built by a stock company composed of the most prominent farmers of that 
neighborhood, has started up and is working successfully, This is the 
second factory of the kind for this county, there being one at Huntingdon. 


Ogden, Utah.—The new canning factory at West Weber, which has 
been in the course of erection since early this summer, has been com- 
pleted. The estimated cost of the new plant is $22,000. The machinery 
is all of the latest improved type and the capacity of the factory is about 
40,c00 cans per day. This will give employment to 25 men and 75 women, 
The run for the season began August 26. 


Chippewa Falls, Wis.—The Chippewa Falls Canning Company has 
finished one of its most suegessful seasons, having canned over 700,000 
cans of peas. The factory has been running steadily for thirty-three days. 


Washington, D. C.—A Washington (D. C ) dispatch reads: The 
tomato canning plants in Nomini Creek and along the Coan and Yocomico 
Rivers in Virginia and on the St. Mary’s and other tributaries of the 
Potomac in Maryland are now working at full capacity packing ,the 
summer crop of tomatoes, which is said to be the largest grown in recent 
years. The cool weather of the early spring delayed the ripening of the 
fruit and made the season about three months late, but when the fruit did 
start coming to the packing houses it came with a rush, and the plants have 
had to work overtime in order to keep up with the supply. It is stated that 
many thousand boxes of tomatoes in excess of those packed last year or the 
year before will be put up by the packing plants this summer, and that the 
fruit should be cheaper this fall and winter than for several rears. The 
canning factories along the lower Potomac furnish a large proportion of 
the canned tomatoes used in this city, and already several vessels laden 
with cases of canned goods consigned to Washington dealers have arrived 
here from Nomini and other points, and they will be coming almost daily 
from now until cold weather. 


CROP CORRESPONDENCE. 


Corn Pack Will Be Short. 


HILLSBORO, MD., September 16, 1907. 
THE TRADE: We pack tomatoes and corn. We contract for all our 
crops by the ton, paying $8.00 for corn and $9.00 for tomatoes. The yield 


per acre in this section has been slowly decreasing, owing to the unfavor- 
able weather conditions. The normal yield per acre is about go bushels. 
The acreage has been about the same for several years. It all depends on 
on the fall what kind of a tomato pack we will have. If we have a late fall 
we will have a good pack. If not, the pack will not be so good. The corn 
pack will be smaller than it has been for several years. Labor is very 
scarce, and we can hardly get enough to run.

CHASE City, VA., September 17, 1907. 
THE TRADE: In my 32 years experience in the canning business I 
have never seen better string beans brought into a factory. We will only have 
about fifty per cent. of a corn crop, owing to the dry weather. We are run- 
ning about three days a week on tomatoes. We have turned to00 bushels or 
more of tomatoes away, as the fruit was too green for use. In all my 
experience I have never used coloring matter, and in order to get a No. I 
pack, the tomatoes had to be thoroughly ripe. The tomato pack will only 
be about half as large as it should be, owing so the dry weather. If we had 
had rain at the proper time the tomato pack would have been about fifty 
per cent. larger. I have seen the time when the cider mills in New York 
paid toc. per bushel for apples, and now the same quality are bringing 75c. 


to Soc, It would not pay me to oil my paring machine with the idea of 
canning apples or peaches at 50c. per dozen.

British Government and American Foodstuffs. 


Another large contract for tinned meats for the British Army has been 
placed with Libby, McNeill & Libby, of Chicago, through the Director of 
Supplies Department of the British War Office. This contract was a com- 
petitive affair, England, Canada, Australia and Brazil entering with tend- 
ers. It was quality and method of packing that got the Chicago firm tlie 
business. General Clayton, of the War Department, in an interview, 
according to the London Standard, stated that the British Government is 
highly satisfied with the foodstuffs supplied by Chicago, and they have 
every confidence in the manufactures entering Britain from the stock- 
yards. 

‘‘The foods for the army will be packed under the supervision of 
British representatives at the invitation of the packers,”’ he satd, ‘‘ although 
the government is ready to rely upon the new Pure Food Regulations 
recently inaugurated in the United States. All the talk about the ineffici- 
ency of the new law is sheer nonsense. British officers in America have 
gone fully into the matter and the authorities are perfectiy satisfied to 
place orders in Chicago when conditions call for outside supplies of 
canned meats.”’
